THE GALLOWS. 


One of the Weldon Bridge Murder- 
ers Hune—Particulars of the 
Horrible Crime Recapitula- 
ted—an Old Man Brutally 
Murdered at His Own Door 
—the Perpetrators—Confes- 
sion of the Man Hung-- 
Another One of the 
Party toSwang in 
September. 


[SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE NEWS. ] 


WELDON, N. C. Aug. 27th, 1875. 

“The law’s delay" has in one more 
instance reach_d its limit, and justice, 
tardy but terrible, has at last overtak- 
en one 0° the perpetrators of the most 
fiendish murder ever committed. 
The terrible dced was done on the 
night of the 16th of June, 1874, and a 
fullaccount was published in the 
Rale‘gh News, 

As merethana year has elapsed 
since the dread occurrence, a ercapi- 
tulation of the circumstances may te 
of interest. 

The bridge of the Seaboard and 
Roanoke Railroad, across the Roan- 
oke river at Weldon, is a third of a 
mile in length and seventy feet in 
height above the water at the ordi- 
stage of the river. It isa costly 
and very important structure, and 
the officer. of the road, with that us- 
siduous care which characterizes 
their management, were particular 
to haveit in charge o° a faithfu! 
watchman, and in Saniuel Presson 
they had the that suited 
them. 

For twenty years he fulfilled the 
duties of the position. In all sea- 
sons and in all weathers, whether the 
summers sun poured down his 
searching rays upon him, or the 
fierce winds of winter rushed down 
aud across his track wath force 
enough almost to blow him from the 
tall bridge into the turbid waters of 
the river, that in whirls and eddies 
rushed along seventy feet below, 
whether by day light or 'n the thick 
darkness of stormy nigths, the fraiy 
form of the little old man, with his 
close-fitting cap on, and his bucket 
in hand, followed every train as it 
passed over the bridge, to see that 
everything was right,aud not a spark 
left upon it. 

Mr. Presson wasa man of unusu- 
ally quiet and gentle manner. I do 
not think I have ever known a more 
perfectly inoffensive character. 

He was devoted to his family, and 
persons taking a walk over the 
bridge of a pleasant evening would 
often see him with his children, two 
little girls aged respectively twelve 
and fourteen years, in his lap or 
playing around him as he sat at his 
door. 

The keeper's house is situated im- 
mediately at the end of the bridge on 
the north side of the river. As hor- 
ses aud vehicles are not allowed to 
cross thereon, persons from the 
country on that side frequently ride 
to the bridge, and leave until their 
return, their horses, buggies, over- 
coats, Orany article they did not 
wish totake over with them in the 
safe keeping of the faithful old 
bridgee-keeper, who desired fed 
and watered the horses, making a 
sinall charge forthe attention, 


On the night of the murder the 
trains had all passed as usual, the 
freight: {from Portsmouth ‘at p. 
mn. kad passed over into Weldon, and 
there was no other train due until 2 
c’clock in the morning, and the in- 
terval was the time for the watch- 
man to rest and sleep. 

‘iis said “‘conscientia bene actae 
vitae est jucundisima,” and with}ihat 
consciousness the old man laid him 
down and slept, slept till awakened 
by his brutal assassins, and called 
from the midst of his family into the 
outer darkness to be murdered, 

It was about ten o’clock, and they 
called to him that they had some 
horses up on the hill that they wish- 
ed him to take charge of. Mr. Pres- 
son arose and went with them. Ina 
very short time one of the negroes 
returned and told Mrs. Presson that 
hef husband had sent him to her for 
his pocket-book—that he wanted 
some change. 

Suspeeting it was wrong, the lady 
deciined delivering the book, and in 
an instant after she heard the report 
of a gun upon the hill; the negro that 
she had been talking to left at once, 
and in a minute or so her husband, 
with blood gushing from his neck, 
staggered up and fell in at the door, 
The ,horror-stricken wife bade the 
children hurry to the house of a 
colored man about a quarter of a mile 
off, and beg his immediate assistance. 
The little girls in an ¢ sony of terror 
atthe sight of their father’s dying 
condition, rushed out into the dark- 
ness, up the hill and across the field. 

Two colored men returned with 
them as quickly as possible, aud to 
them the dying man reported that 
Austin Hill abot him. 

The men ran quickly overto Wel- 
don for a physician, and Dr. Green 
was soon in attendance, but Mr. 
Presson had breathed his last, just 
before the doctor arrived. 

Pursuit of the murderers was 
promptly made, and in a day or two 
they were captured and lodged in 


| they were ably defended, they were | 


condemned to be hung. 

Cornelius Williams the more shrewd 
of the two, hoping by some means or 
other to get out of the difficulty, pre- 
tended after his conviction to turn 
state’s evidence. He stated that he 
himself was one of the murderers, 
but that Austin Hill had nothing to 
do with it, and eharged other par- 
ties with being his accessories. 

Williams so farimposed upon the 
credulity of the courts as to have his 
execution stayed until the matter 
could be enquired into further. 

A few daysago the State’s Attorney 
had the evidence taken, and the case 
thoroughly considered, when, having 
found William’s pretences to be en- 
tirely without foundation, he noti- 
fied the Governor to that effect, and 
there was nothing left but for the 
law to take its course. 

THE HANGING, 

Cornelius Williams was hung at 
twenty-three minutes of one o’clock 
this p. m. at Jackson, Northampton 
county. Hediedin seven minutes 
and withouta struggle. He spoke 
thirty minutes, He said he and three 
others were hired to do‘ the murder 
and that Austin Hill had nothing to 
do with it. His statement was not 
believed by the crowd. Everything 
Was quiet and orderly. The crowd 
was not large.

THE INSANE ASYLUM.—Hoaving a 
business call at the Insane Asylum 
yesterday, we spent an half hour 
very pleasantly and profitably “‘look- 
ing around,” first at the cattle and 
hogs, then at the garden and farm. 
Ex-Mayor Whitaker, the very ef- 
ficient Stev: ard of the Asylum, kindly 
accompanied us, and showed us 
many sights we had never witnes- 
sed before, as often as we had been on 
the grounds, 

The cattle were the first objects of 
interest that attracted our attention. 
Kight milch cows, as fatas butter 
balls and sleek as moles, furnish 
iwenty eight gallonsof milk per day, 
sulliciency forthe inmates of the 
asyluin. 

But, we asked, is it not very expen- 
sive milk, as it must cost a great deal 
to keep the catile in such fine order. 

‘‘T willshow you,”’ said the Stew- 
ard, and taking us toa shed near by 
in which wasalarge tub filled with 
peas andapipe running to it from 
the engine. ‘‘There I prepare my 
cattle food, two bushels of peas a day, 
that I raise on the farm; with this I 
add grudgeons that I buy in large 
quantitiesat the mills at comparative- 
ly asmall cost—and the cows are fed.”’ 
He furthermore showed us from his 
books the full cost of the feed for all 
the cattleon the premises cows boy's 
wages and board andother expenses, 
which, deducted from the market 
price of the milk, would leave a bal- 
ance in favor of the Asy!um of $6 per 
day. 

The hogs, about one hundred and 
fifty in nun.ber, of the best improved 
stock is fed entirely upon the slops, 
garbave and table scraps. The meat 
that is raised will furnish the Asv- 
lum polk for half the year. 

The farm isindeed a moJel in every 
sense of the werd, and the garden 
the most productive ofits size in the 
State. A sufficiency and over of 
vegetables of every character is raised 
for the Asylum and often, tomatoes, 
beets, radishesand other perishable 
veyetables are sold or bartered off for 
other goods in the market, 

We were particularly pleased with 
the perfect system and complete or- 
ganization of Steward Whitaker's de- 
partment and thesecrupulous economy 
displayed in thegeneral management. 
Nothing is thrown away or wasted, 
every cabbage leaf, beet top, or potato 
peeling is utilized, 

We have no idea that any [ustitu- 
tion of its character in the United 
States can show as small a cost per 
capite as the Insane Asylum of 
North Carolina, and we know there 
is notone that have more eapable 
officials than ours, 

We regret that our limited stay 
would not permit of a more extended 
examination of the grounds and 
buildings. 

We will make a special visit at 
some time when business is not so 
press-lnug. 

Tne UNIVERSITY.—We learn that 
on the application of Mr. Kemp P. 
Battle, Secretary and Treasurer of 
the University, Col. Jno. W. Robin- 
son, President ef the Seaboard & 
Roanoke R. R. C+, and Capt. A. B. 
Andrews, Superintendent of the 
Raleigh & Gaston and Raleigh & 
Augusta Air-Line R. R. Co, have 
agreed to aid in the re-establishment 
of the University of North Carolina, 
by transporting Professors and stu- 
dents, and freight for them, atone 
half the usual rates, from the 25th of 
August 1875, to the 10th of June, 
This is a handsome con- 
tribution by those Companies. Mr. 
Battle has made similar application 
to other transportation lines.

THE HAaywoop TRAGEDY—FuR- 
THER PARTICULARS.—The following 
additional particulars of the unfor- 
tunate homicide in Haywood county 
we glean from the Charlotte OJdser- 
ver: 


Since our last issue we have learn~ 
ed additional facts concecniug the 
homicide which was pocpatenies in 
Haywood county on ‘Thursday last. 
The party of young men consisted of 
about seven, from Wilmington and 
Fayetteville, and among these was 
Mr. Thomas Wright Strange, Mr. 
Bridgers, and John D. Willians, 
Esq., the last named of whom was a 
resident of this city afew years ago. 
‘They were on a pleasure trip through 
the mountains, and spent Wednesday 
night at Weynesville, Haywood 
county. Thursday morning they 
were to gofurther West to visit Cat- 
taloche Falls. A young man named 
James Murray, son of Sheriff Mur- 
ray, of Haywood, bad been employed 
to carry a portion of the party to the 
falls, in his hack. A dispute sprang 
up between young Strange and Mur- 
ray, about Murray’s being a little be- 
hind time, during which Murray 
cave Strange the he. By the inter- 
terence of friends a difficulty was 
prevented at that time. When the 
party had driven about thirteen miles 
from Waynesville,a wheel of the 
hack broke, and Murray weat offto a 
neighboring house to get something 
with which to fix it, and while de- 
tained at the place, the party, wi.h 
theexception of young Strange, en- 
yaged ina game of euchre to while 
away the time. Young Strange 
stepped up to where they Were play- 
ing and asked young Mr. Bridgers 
to lead him his pistol. Bridgers 
handed it tohim, and Strange then 
left the party at their cards. Shortly 
afterwards the discharge of a pistol 
was heard, and wien the party 
reached the spot where the pistol was 
fired, they found Murray shot through 
the heart and dead, and young 
S trange near by. 

No oue witnessed the shooting, and 
Strange, by theadvice of counsel, 
has made no statement as yet as to 
what took place between them when 
they met. Strange and Bridgers 
were arrested and are now lying in 
Waynesville jail. 

Exaggerated statements of the 
matter spread over the country, and 
a hundred or more men assembled at 
Waynesville. So great was their in- 
dignation that it was with difficulty 
that thecrowd were restrained from 
lynching the party. 

These particulars were gathered by 
our informent, from the messenger 
who was sent by Mr. Strange’s 
friends to Lincolnton to telegraph 
his fatber of his arrest; and in the 
main we presume are reliable. This 
isoneofthe saddest stories it has 
ever been our fortune to relate. 
Young Strange is buta lad, we un- 
derstand, is very promising, talented 
and remarkably steady and ami- 


able. 


A TRAMP KILLED BY A Woman— 
MILANSPORT, Pa., Aug. 22.—Mrs. 
Morgan Calvert, a young widow, who 
lives with her brother two miles from 
this place, was left alone in her isolat- 
ed house for several days last Week. 
On Thursday afternoon a rough fel- 
low called at the house, and after 
asking Mrs. Calvert many question s, 
begged for a supper and night’s lodg- 
ing. He was refused, Thereupon he 
went away, muttering to himself. A 
little later Mrs, Calvert was obliged 
to go out, and on her return she saw 
aman crouching behind the door be- 
tween the sitting-room and her bede 
room. He did not seem to see her, 
and shesaw him only through a nar- 
row crack. ‘There were firearms in 
the house, and Mrs. Calvert knew 
how tousethem. Without an outery, 
she went up stairs and got a revolver, 
and hiding it under her apron, start- 
ed boldly forthe room in which the 
tramp was lurking. As Mrs. Calvert 
approached the door, the man threw 
itopen suddenly, jumped out, and 
struck her in the face. 

Recovering quickly from the blow. 
she drew her pistol, upon seeing 
which the tramp turned to flee. She 
tired once and wounded him, and 
then started to pursue him. As he 
disappeared around the house she 
fired again, at which he turned about 
and cried: *‘Don’t shoot again wo- 
man. ITamadead man now.” As 
he spoke he staggered againsta fence, 
and then fell. Ile begged for aid, 
and Mrs. Calvert arranged him in a 
comfortable position, after which she 
started for a physician. As she ap- 
proached the house, the tramp who 
had first called upon her rushed out 
and escaped, and under the great ex 
citement she feil fainting near the 
roadside. ‘Two hours later she was 
discovered by friends, who listened 
to her story and went to find the 
man whom she had wounded. He 
was lying dead.

THE GREAT RALN FALL. 

From al! parts of the Northern 
fomisphere, in Asia, Earope and 
Ainerica, savs the Norfolk Land- 
mark, comes reports of unusnal rains. 
T he cause is probably that the very 
ereat heat of the sun this summer 


has caused an extraordinary evapo- | 


ration from the land of these conti- 
nents, and the same heat, cansing 
rarefaction of the atmosphere over 
immense area, brings about a partial 
vaccum, which is filled up by the 
rush of cold air from the north. This 
cold air condenses the moisture in 
atmosphere, and it descends in de- 
lages of rain over large districts at 
atime, In America the canse we 
have named has become peculiarly 
intensified in its action because of 
the unusually early summer in the 
Arctic latitudes, which has detached 
boundless fields of ice, which have 
come dewn much further south this 
summer than is generally the case. 
Not only, therefore, do the northern 
winds induce great condensation, 
but the northeastern currents of air 
being colder than usual, co-operate 
with the winds from Labrador. 
These deluges of water from the 
ekies have caused considerable disas- 
ters to the crops both in Exrope and 
this country: nevertheless, we do not 
believe that the damage has been as 
ereat as represented. Allowance has 
not been made for the fact that while 
there has been much destruction of 
the cereals in particular localities, 
up to the time of the rains there had 
not been so promising a yield for 
many years on either continent. 
The mischief, therefore. on the 
wkole, will not be so severely felt as 


if there had been partial, the proe- 
_perity has been general. 7 here will 
be, however, great agricultural dis- 


tress in extensive districts both in 


Earope and America, bat we hardly 
think that the crops will, when the 
'whele truth is known, be found to 


have been so much injured in quality 
or qnantity, as has been feared.
